«a WA dcgrecs,inthis laſt (though worſt)age of the world, 
las cuident and infallible teſtimonies of his ſingular 
loue and bountie towards them, and as notable in- 


of 


ſtruments to drawe and allure them ſoundly to knowe, ynteignedlic 
to lque,and reuerently to feare him alone that is the only giuerthere- 
of: this in my poore iudgement (good Madame) ſeemeth vnto me 
(and I hope that others inlightned from God are of the ſame minde 
with me) not the leaſt nor to be reckoned in the laſt place, namely, the 
excellent and moſt wonderfull light, not of manifold tongues onely, 
as Hebrew, Grceke, Caldee, Siriake, Latin, &c. neither yet of ſundrie 
arts alone, as Grammar, Rhetoricke, Logicke, Muſicke, Arithmetick, 
Geometrie, Sec. but of the holy Scriptures and Chriſtian religion ſpe- 
ciallie: all which doubtles being heretofore through Sathans malice 
and maus ignorance, not caſt aſide amongſt wormes and moathes, by 
little and little to waſt and conſume them; but ſumptuouſlie laied in 
graue, and deepely buried, & that almoſt without hope of quickning, 
God (that alwaies had and hath the fulnes of power in his hand) hath 
been pleaſed now at the laſt, for the ouerthrowe of ſuperſtition, ido- 
latrie, and wicked life, and for the aduancement of his glorie, and fur- 
therance of mens ſalyation,to recall as it were euen from the graue it 
ſelfe, and to reuiue fròm the dead. W herin how ſoeuer the Lord ſiaue 
graciouſlie vouchafed to declare his incomprehenſible power, accom- 
pliſning ſo miraculous a worke, and to manifeſt his vnſpeakable loue 
not onely in the multitude and varietie, but in the euidencie thereof; 
ſo that euen bleare eyed men & barbers{as is in the common by word) 
may cleerely perceiue the ſame, yet the ſtrength of ſinne hath ſo not 
onely obſcured, but as it were defaced, though not the fight, yer the 
powerand efficacie of Gods four, with the truitcs and effects which 
- thould followethereypon; that ſome through naturall blindnes and 


dimnes of their eyes, cannot behold them: other ſome againe through 
| A2 dumues 
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| | The Epiſtle Dedicators, 
dumnes of mouth, and hauing their töngues tied, will not acknoy- 
ledge them: other ſome againè through want of good iudgement, do 
with polluted hands irreuerently receitie them, and almoſt all through 
prophaneneſſe of hart, & curſed corruption vnſanctifiedlię(if not irre- 
ligiouſlie)vſe them. So fewe are there found in the world now adaies 
that profite by them to faith vnfeigned, and humble thankfulnes be- 
fore him that plentifully hath prouided the ſame for their good, if 
they could tell how to accept and vſe the ſame. The contemplation 
and memorie wherof (I willingly and vnfeignedly confeſſe it) leaueth 
pehind it no ſmall ſ karre, but a great wound rather in mine heart, and 
that not only ſo much for mine owne iniquitie in that behalfe(though 
I knowerthe ſame to bee high and hainous) as for the common abo- 
mination, that cuery where as a mightie ſtreame that will not be ſtop- 
ped;and forcible floud that cannot be withſtood, ouerfloweth all ;and 
for the fearefull deſolation that in all probabilitie and likelihood of 
mans iudgement will enſue therevpon, becauſe how ſocuer God be of 
long ſuffering and of great goodnes, yet he cannot, nor will not (for 
we are ſure he is zealous ouer his owne glorie) continuallie ſuffer the 
vile and abominable of the world to trample and tread vnder their 
beaſtlie feete his exceeding bleſsings and ſingular fauours. And yet! 
cannot hide this within my ſelfe, but muſt of neceſsitie breake foorth 
into the declaration thereof, that I am againe ſomewhat recomfor- 
ted, in that whether ſocuer I caſt mine eyes whether at home or a- 
broad, I certainlie beholde, and that without deceit of fight, ſome a- 
mongſt all eſtates and degrees of men, high, lowe,rich,poore,young, 
olde, noble, ynnoble, magiſtrates, miniſters, and people, and ſundrie of 
them of my Chriſtian acquaintance, on whoſe behalte I daylic offer 
vp vnto God through Chriſt the ductic of thanks giuing, perſwading 
my ſelf further, that there is vpon the face of the earth a mightie num- 
ber beſides (though not known to me)whom God hath pleaſed in the 
multitude of his mercies doubtles, and for much good towards them 
and others in them, not onely to ſingle and cull out as it were from the 
huge heape and wicked fellowſhip of che polluted and prophane, but 
richlie to replenith and adorne them (as it were with molt previous 


pearles) W. th the ſingular graces of ſound knowledge, ſtedfaſt tajth, 


comfortable feeling, vnfeigned obedience, and ſundric ſuch like holie 
and heauenlie gifts. Amongſt whom, your ſexe rightly conſidered, 
and the place you haue been in wiſely reſpected, and your preſent e- 
ſtate well weighed, I know few matchable with you(good Madame:

faneriei is farre from my words, I humbly thanke Godfor i it c I hope

For though to be borne not on- 
lie of worſnipful parents, but of a ſanctified ſtock, be ſome thing both

' wards whom, and particularlie towards my ſelfe, I doo humblie here 


in all our names thanke GOD, and you as his gracious inſtrument) ſo 
you are made truely famous abroad in forraine Churches and coun- 


tries, & highly reuerenced of many worthie menthere, indued doubt- 
les with ſingular graces for Gods glory, and the building vp of the bo- 


die of the fellowſhip of Saints. But what meane I to enter into this 


broad field of your Chriſtian commendation, here breath would 
rather faile me, and time I am ſure, with abilitie to wade into it as I 
ſnould, than matter any manner of way bee wanting. Giue me leaue 
therefore (good Madame) I beſeech you to deſiſt from your praiſe, 
( vhich I knowe you doo not willingly heare, though it be deſerued 
as on your part, and though perhaps it might bee as a quicke ſpurre in

his «ppearino, Your learned father, your honorable huſ band, your lo- 


uing brother, your deare ſiſters ſome of them, and (if I bee not decei- 
i ned) 
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uech ſome alſo of your owne holie ſeede (all of them Hauing yeelded 
vp their ſpirites in the faith and feare of GOD) are I doubt not gone 
thether before you: and why ſhould you your ſelfe, or any other 
thinke that you ſhould be ſundred from them ? As for the lengthning 
of your life aboue many before reckoned, ſurely God hath done it for 
his owne glorie, and the good of his Church, into which alſo you be- 
ing religiouſlie ee as a ſound member thereof, you haue euen 
in that an aſſured teſtimonic 2 vnto you, that warfaring here with 
his ſaincts as you doo, againſt ſinne, the world and the diuell,you ſhall 
in good time, through him that hath loued you and waſhed you in his 
bloud, become more than a conquerour, and eternallie triumph toge- 
therwith them and the reſt in heauen. Till which time, as I reſt reſol- 
ued that God the author and perfecter of euery good thing in all his, 
will not withdrawe his gracious hand from you in any grace, ſpeci- 
allie ſpirituall and heauenlie: fo I am certainlie perſwaded that manie 
ſuch as are led by his ſpirit, & know you in Chriſt Ieſus, and loue you 
in the trueth, will not (GOD ayding them) neglect any duetie either 
outward or inward, that poſsiblie they can performe to further that 
worke. Amongſt whom ], though the leaſt and moſt vnworthie, as in 
reſpect of my ſelfe, yet tied thereto by the duetie of my profeſsion 
from God and bound to it by ſundrie fauours receiued from you, will 
in my poore meaſure ſtriue to do, though not ſo much as others, nei- 
ther yet ſo muchas I owe (which freelic acknowledge as being pri- 
uie to mine owne diſabilitie and inſufficiencie that way, and not vt- 
terlie vnacquainted with other mens fulnes and vpheaped ſtore) yet 
what God hath or ſhal be pleaſed to enable me to accompliſh. Which

forthe goods ſake, but in a diſcerning ſpirit refuſe the one and receiue 


the other: ſo they will aſsiſt me with their praiers to God for the in- 


creaſe of any good thing that is within me, to Gods glorie, and the be- 


nefite of his pcople; and in much loue, according to the ſpirit of loue 


wher with they are repleniſhed, either Chriſtianly couer that which is 


amiſſe, or curteouſlie cure it. And as for you(good Madame) thoug I 
reſt perſwaded that it ſhall bee well accepted of you, yet can I not but 
againe & againe beſeech you to receiue it, not only as from the hand,

N the other Chapter, the holie Ghoſt had exhorted men to imbrace and o- Co. 

bey wiſedome, and now becauſe this doctrine is not eaſilie yeelded unto, yea 
mans nature doth whellie rebell againſt the ſame, he beginneth new and Fe 7 
exhortations,prouoking men to earneſt and vnfained imbracing of Gods word.

Teacheth vs, that pleaſant things belong to the 
heauic & ſorowful harted, rather thanto ſuchas are fraught with pleaſures, 
becauſe extremitie of pleaſures comming together, it is a hard thing if man 
be not caried away therewith. Verſe . Teacheth vs, that when menare op- 
preſſed with nnſerie, they ſhouldyvſe all lawfull meanes to put it away. 
Derſe 8.T cacheth Magiſtrates to defend the juſt cauſe of all ſuchas cannot 
pleade forthemſclues./erſe g. Teacherhthem alſo to iudge vpright iudge- 
ment. Verſe 10, Teacheth vs, firſt that good women are very rare and 
ant: ſecondly, that where men through Gods bleſsing haue found the 
ſame, they ſhould eſteeme them as very excellent iewells. Verſe 11. Tea- 

cheth vs, that a wife of good gouernment makerh a rich huſband. Yerſ.+2. 
Teacheth women to doo good toall, but ſpecially to their huſbands and 
families, Verſe 13. Teacheth women, not onely to ſet their owne ſeruants 
on worke, but to labour themſelues alſo what they may. Verſe 14. Teacheth 
women with ſpecde, and yet with gobd aduiſe and labour alſo to prouide 
tlungs neceſſarie for their familie. Verſe 1. Teacheth them to be diligent 
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1 eas oftheir owne abilitie, ſo ofthe thing it ſelfe. Verſi 17. Teacheth 
5 — and couragiouſlie, to goe about their affaires. Verſe 18, 
I Teacheth women to purſue profit, vHhiſe the Lord maketh offer thereof, or 
ip: Ziueth them knowledge and experience'of the ſame. UVerſi19. Sheweth, 
Fe that a good woman is not ſo ſine fingred, as many daintie dames are at this 
Fs day, but will lay hir hands to any worke, that may either ſaue, or get. Verſ. 
* 20. Teachethys, that good women haue the 3 of compaſsion to- 

wardsthem that want. Yerſ.21. Teacheth a good Miſtreſſe to preuent 

the feare ofall danger, not onely that might fall vpon hir ſelfe, but vpon hir 

familie, alſo to prouide not onely things neceſſarie, but for comelines. Verſ. 
22. Sheweththat good people,andnamelygood women,may not only vſe 

things of profit bat of pleaſure and comelines alſo. Verſzg. Tearheth vs, 

that a good wife is euen a great glorie andcrowne vnto hir huſband. Verſ. 
FM 24. Teacheth,notonely that good women ſhould be diligent for gouerne- 
ment of things within doore, but alſo to be dealing in thoſe things abroad, 
that may ray ſe vp ſome mainteynance to the houthold. Ver.. Tea- 
cheth vs, that it is a faithfull walking in a good womans calling, that giueth 
hir peace of conſcience in the dayes of affſiction. Derſcas. Teacheth good 
women,to leaue tatling, and to ſpeake wiſely,and to ſtirre vp, both hir ſelf 
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and other womenallo to liberalitie tothe needie. Uerſi27. Teacheth a 


od woman, to haue an eye to the manners, and to the matters of hir 
. alwaies to take heede of idlenes, in hir ſelf or them. Verſ 28. 
Teacheth that ifthere be good tlings in am, that either by nature, mariage, 

or otherwiſe apperteyne to vs, we may ſafely commend them for the ſame. 

Verſcæg. Teacheth vs to keepea iuſt meaſure in our commendation, and to 

take heede we goe not beyond trueth. Verſgo. Teachethvs, that though 

fauour and beautie bee to bee regarded, yet without the feare of God, they 

1 are nothing, and that women hauing that, are to bee preferred before all. 
| Verſ 31. Teachethvs, to commend of good things as they are meete, not 


5 rocometoſhort;for that is to depriue them of that which is due vnto them, 
neither to goe too farre, for tliat is lying andifalſhoad. *
